'I'be Uepuriuro ul iiuvoriiur Keuuctlji 
Thu Bieamer yesierday carried ttom 
oar Hbores Governor JLeunedy and bio 
amiable and aooompliBtied family, and 
putblio afiairs during iho low Bhon 
Loart) ot exibienoe ibat remain to tbu 
oolontea as aeparaie and disiinot or- 
gaoizaliooB, are enirasied to tlie care 
ol Adu^iuistralora. WUbin threo 
vreeks, at tlie lurlbest, irom preseui 
TvriLiog ibe Colony of Vancouver ld> 
land will bave ended a brief but. 
eventiui oaieur, and tbe proooss ol 
abaorpiion iuto tbai of hs Imgur bin 
less pooulous and loss ouiur^jiiuinij 
neigbbouf of Briilab Goldinbiu will 
have been aocomplisbed. Governor 
Kennedy's rule in tbis colony bu» 
not been a auocesa. His adminiatru 
tioD baa not met and ovoroumo iliu 
diiUcullies tbat preaenied tbemaolvoH 
from lime to time witb tbo bolduesb 
aud vigor tbat diatiogaiabed tbo ad- 
miuiaUalion ol Sir Jumea Douglaa; 
but we do not allribuie tbe tault ol 
nou-.'^uccoaa entirely to tbu linu ol 
policy wbiob His Excellency bus pur 
Bued. Governor JLeooody landed in 
tbia Colony at a time wbon every 
lotereati was ii.flatod and every babbio 
blown to iia uimoal tonaion. A few 
moutbs onlyelnpsed before ibe bubbles 
buret, and bundreda of peraona were 
ruined in pooket and reputation 
Wbile tbia great change wua taking 
place in our atfaira, we believo tbat 
Govei nor Kennedy tried to do bis duty 
tc tbe country ; out, unfortunately, bin 
elToria did not meet witb tbat cordial 
co-opuraiion on tbe part ot n 
mujurity of tbo Legislative Assembly 
tbab be bad a rigbt to expect. A bad 
feeling aoon grew up between the 
Jilxecutive and tbe Assembly ; oacb 
bogau u game of cross purposes, and 
tbe result ia ao patent tbat even be 
who runs may learn a leason. A self' 
'Willed Governor on tbe one hand, a 
band of corrupt, designing dema 
gogaea and profosaional politioiaDS on 
tbo other — luaiead of diffiuulties boi jg 
OTeroome they were enhanced — and 
between tbe two stools the untortu 
nate country baa come lO tbe ground. 
In paying our respecta for tbo luRt 
time to Governor ILonoedy, we would 
not be blind to his faulta, while we di- 
rect attention tdbiajirtuea. We belie v<- 
Ibat a leaa wiltuland at tbe same tim? a 
more designing Executive, would bavo 
been more popuhr, because he would 
have taken tbe measure of tbe men 
who offered bim an opposition, and 
would have either purobased tboir 
Iriendebip, or acquiesced in their 
Bobemea and tolerated their tricks 
until a proper time bad ar- 
rived to free himself. But Governor 
Kennedy did neither. When he found 
tbat a conflict witb tbe popular 
branch ot the Legislature waa irre- 
sistible, be nerved bimaelt for tbe bhock, 
met it boldly and vanquiabod hia 
eaemy, but at tbe coat of his own 
popularity, la many things Governor 
Kennedy was right, but there wore 
Bome puiiita in which ho uciod witb uu 
utter disregard lor tbe Aaaorably, 
when that body bad oonsti 
tutional law on its side. His courso 
in submitting the lust oxtriivuguui 
eatimates; bia antagonistic poHiiion 
during tbe Police Inquiry, and bi-4 ro- 
iuaal to lurniBb tst'itemonia of ac- 
counta, were actb that his beat iriond^ 
could neither palliulo nor oxouso. 
They wore aa cloarly wron^ :i.s tlio 
vote ot noii-oouflJonco ol llio Ashumi 
biy aud ihoir attempt to Udurp lixm u 
tive I'unotiooa — acw ibal cullod dinvn 
on their beads tbo oxooration ot lliuir 
conatitaea.s,and ended in tbo oxlinc- 
tion of our only representative bo iy 
by the Imperial Government. \Vu 
are not among those who beliovo tluu 
Jttad the Governor boon over hO yici J- 
ing he would bave long aatihlied 
a certain clique ol discontents In iliir, 
Colony; but we do think lIuU. it ho 
bad choaen better advisers lIkui 
have reason to know ho at linum con- 
sulted, bis admiolslralioii would liiivc 
met witb at least a pm iial aucuons in- 
stead of being almost a failuro. li 
was tbe very unpopularity oi Gover- 
nor Kennedy's early advisors i\\M in- 
sured bis enemies iho uyinpa.liy ol 
the public, aud gave thorn for a limo 
the upperband. Governor Kennedy 
has lived here long enough to soo iho 
men who were mottindustrionHly ou. 
gaged in trailing his reputation in tlio 
mud thomselvea aunkso low in publiuon 
timationasto be bonoath tlio contompL 
of every good man; but tbo niisiaki s 
wbiob bad advice or bis own self-will 
brought upon bim, oould not bo iv. 
prlred, and wbon his reeuU uamo bo 
must have realgnod tbo roiim ui Gov« 
crnment with a feeling ot relief and 



atlyfaction at having oompletedovery 
disagreeable task. Tbe numorons 
complimentary addresses prosebtod to 
Governor Kennedy, and tbe demon- 
dtrations of roapeot which attended 
bis doparturo yesterday, show that 
however great may have been the" 
mistakes of his administration, tbe 
people at least give bim credit 
lor honesty of purpose and intention; 
and tbat, in aasembling to wiab bim 
ind bis excellent family God' speed 
on their long journey, they but yielded 
a proper tribute to tbe many virtues 
ibat have adorned their private lifo, 
tbe exercise of which have en- 
d oared them to tbo hearts ot all who 
liavo enjoyed tbo pleasure of tboir 
acquaintance. Before parting with 
ibis subject, we must alludo to iho 
HCurrilouB artiolein the Telegraph of last 
ovoning — an article tbat would havo 
disgraced the vilest black-mail shoot 
over publisbod. Not BatisQud with ac- 
cusing tho departing Govornor ol 
iho comniin8ion oi ovory concoivablo 
officii 1 iniquity, tho luiaorablo "nit'' 
ol society iias tho audacity to hc" 
spatter b's bettors with all thovonoin 
ibatins[enuiiy and disappointed vanity, 
for 3'carB brooding over corrupuon, 
liiiH boon alilo to produce, booauso tbo}' 
pOfisoHBod Lbo luanliii^ia and loyalty lo 
aSHomblo and do honor to tbo ropro- 
r^ontativo of Her Mujosly on bis do- 
panurc from tbo C lony. Fortunaluly, 
lbo iniluondo of this corrupt shoot is 
on lbo wane and its days aro nuinbor- 
od ; but so long as it bus an cxisteiit'o, 
it Hbould bo lbo diiiy ol' ovory ro.spooL- 
ablo citizen to doiiounco and bold up 
10 public odium tbo individual who 
insuliti loyal men, ,vbo aro notushaiii- 
od 10 do tboir duly, by calling tboui 
•'Hiioba" and " diinkioH."

Used at tlio recollncliuii of tbo many agrce- 
ablo hour^ tln'y liail pubsuil in tbo Bocioty of 
thoso whom llioy wcru about bid good- 
bye lorovor. 'I'lic fiuuily liaving tnailo ihnir 
nay through the deniio mass of people to tbo 
steamship ascended lo the burrioaae deck, 
when they were oomplimented with deafen- 
ing cheers from on shore, and a salate from 
H. M. S. Malacoa, wbioh was standing ull 
and on at tbo mouth of tho harbor.
